A 14 years old female patient admitted 
for a swelling under the left breast. Chest 
x-ray (Figure 1a) and thoracic computed 
tomography (Figure 1b) showed a mass 
on thoracic wall. A tru-cut needle biopsy 
named the mass as osteosarcoma and 
the mass was resected. Postoperative 
histopathological examination confirmed 
a chondroblastic type osteosarcoma 


(Figure 2).
